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. Thtimmtt Division Superintendeot of Zambales, Mr. 
Otho Atidii^ cstaWishcd an industrial school in Villar, an 
Aeta barrio seventeen miles from Botolan since October 
1907. Mauricio Dumaplin was appointed teacher and 
there are at present under his guardianship forty children. 
He S{)ealE:s their dialect and has had experience among 
them^ for this reason they*are progressing remarkably 
as he'kndws what the wild children need and what — 
they need next for tbeir every day lesson. The young 
Aetas are apparently eager to learn whatever is taught 
them., and showing great aptitude to acquire knowledge in 
Etiglish language. They are taught in school reading arith- 
metic, singing and industrial work. Mr. W. J. Cushman 
of the Supervising District of Botolan and Iba said that 
after the eight months of schooling he found out that they 
are able to write short English sentences legibly and their 
hand- writing is better tban his own. Mr. Dumaplin has 
taught simple works and industry during the last three 
monhts of the year 1907, devoting special attention to 
teaching English (numbers and cipher) in order to make 
them conversant about their school work. 

Mr. Dumaplin has done more tban his mission as a 
teacher, he has explained to them the decorative elements 
predominating among the civilized Filipinos which would 
add much more to their bodily comfort, and he taught 
them how to clothe themselves. He, realizing the im- 
portance ot their physical environment, taught them the 
commercial value of products that might be obtained 
from the **campagne" and forests arouncf their home. 
Every time he comes, to his home in Botolan, he brings 
with him four Aeta boys or men to sell **gogo" (dried 
willow tree used as soap when bathing), rattan and meat 
ot deer to the people in Botolan especially to the Chinos. 
He accompanies them anti see that they are sold at the 
costumary price, and in this way they make money to 
buy **tela** from the Chinese stores to clothe themselves 
and their families. 

On February the fifteenth of this year two industrial 
teachers (an Ilocano and his wife) were appointed by the 



provincial board of Zambales to teach the Aetas agricul* 
ture and trade. The man/ teacher is teaching the men and 
boys to plant rice, camote, and other kinds of vegetables 
and then cuUivate them. He is using two carabaos and 
plows purchased by the provincial board. He teaches 
them how to make fishing nets and the way of fishing 
with them in the rivers. He fi^rther teaches them how 
to construct habital houses, and every thing which lead 
them to adopt civilized life. In a word, he has been sent 
there to show the Aetas how to cleave the rock and dig 
out the wealth where it lies hidden. The Ilocana teaches 
the women and girls the use of the weaving loam and 
how to weave the cotton and abaca fibers into fine *'tela 
ilocana.*' In fact she is to teach them domestic science 
such as sewi^ig dresses shirts and trousers; washing, care 
of the sick and cooking. Also they are taught how to 
raise domestic animals, and four hogs were given to them 
to be cared for. Her competent dealing with the women 
and girls will tend to be self supporting. They are very 
proud of their new skirts and shirts made of *'tela ilo- 
cana" woven by themselves. 

This government's undertaking means money, and 
let me turn the attention of the reader to the following 
statistical notes — the expenses for the Villar Industrial 
School for the calendar year- 1908.

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It may be of interest to add that Ef- Iwpfrcial {i\ 
newspaper pubhshed in Srin Fernando, Pampanga) said that 
last April of this year Dr. Barrows stopped at San Fer- 
nando on his wav to Floridabbnca, a town in Pampanga 
to organize an industrial school for the NegritoR in that 
place. The Aetas from Zambales mountains, who recent 
ly invaded a barrio of the« said town, would study in this 
school. Another newspaper item said in one of its April 
issues that the Bureau of Induration is spending -P 7S,ooo 
among eight different tribes including the Igorrotes, Kn- 
linga, Negritos, Isanay*^, Apayaor, Bogobos and Nabalois 

The government authorities of Zambales expect the 
Aeta«5 to become a progres^^ive people by teaching them 
that their future lies materiaily in their acquiremen'-s of 
the elements of civilization mentioned above; and the 
applicatioti of which to their every day life. The chuige 
of their manner of liiMug and thinking is sure to set its 
root firmly in tluir hearts and minds, if such a plan is 
•carried out properly and patiently. Let us henceforth 
hope that the Bureau of Kducacion would succeed in 
carrying out the educational plan in teaching the Philip- 
pine aborigines with the hearty cooperation of thobe 
teachers who risk their lives in enlightening educatio- 
nally the wild populou<5 hamlets in the valleys an'i

A Circular on Public School SMeitis. 

In view of recent occurences among some public schools 
of the Islands, Dr. David P, Barrows, Director of Education- 
has issued the following circular: 

«Wiihin recent months there has been a growing ten- 
dency towards students in public schools going on strike as 
a protest against real or fiincied injuries from the principal 
or teachers of the school, in every instance this strikes have 
taken place before the cause of grievance could be made a 
matter of investigaiion by this office and in apparent con- 
tempt of the established method for sectiring consideration 
of complaints and redress of grievances. The idea underlying 
these 'Strikes seems to be that by a public demonstration the 
principal and teachers of the school can be intimidated into 
an adjustment of the difficulty on terms dictated by the

Do We Accomplish the Aims of Our Profession 
by Just Teaching, Arithmetic, Geography 
Reading, Music, Spelling etc? 

While teachers are required to teach the subjects 
as part of the children's education, yet their mission 
does not and must not end with them. Pupils who leave 
school after learning Arithmetic, Geography, etc and 
no moreM^VQ missed the most important lesson to be 
learned in school, and the teacher is responsible for it. 

We go to school to receive education and no edu- 
cation is complete unless ®ur threefold nature is sym- 
metrically developed,— namely intellectual, physical, and 
moral. A teacher must never lose sight of the fact 
that while primarily schools aim to give the children 
such knowledge as will prepare them to start their lives 
right, fundamentally schools aim to develop in the chil- 
dren good moral character which is the cornerstone of 
any good government, Nor must a teacher cpnfine all 
his efforts within the four walls of the school room. No, 
his mission gees even beyond that. By his examples, 
he can be an influencial member of the community 
where his school is. He can help to better the cou- 
ditions of the community if he only has the necessary 
tact and ability to use the relation he bears to the pa 
rents of his pupils. 

To conclude, let me quote the words of a promi- 
nent educator of America, Supt. Rowland of Chicafgo 
Schools: fWe may not so often hear our deed heralded 
to the public ear in noisy huzzas; but the fault is ours 
if in the hearts of the wise and good the name of tea 
cher is not held in honor. »

Las pruebas con 61 se hacen en una habitacion 
donde reina silencio absoluto. El aparato consiste en una 
clave con baterias el^ctricas, a las cuales estd unido uu 
tubo con auricular muy parecido al de los fon6grafos. El 
recieptor contiene un diafragma sumaraente delicado, y la 
prueba se hace dando golpes en la clave al abrir la co- 
rriente el^ctrica. Poco i poco los sonidos van siendo me- 
nos perceptibles. Se inscribe al punto en que el alumno 
deja de oir y asi se distingue ficilmente si el oido del 
niflo esta 6 no en c9ndiciones normales. Se estudia con 
especial cuidado la vista de los alumnos, porque se ha 
descubierto que en la mayorfa de los casos la falta de 
atenci6n de estos obedece a que no ven lo bastante 
para leer bien y el esfuerzo les hace aborrecer los li- 
bros y las Iceciones en el encerado. Las pruebas que
